The ABC’ss of Life Insurance 


by A. R. MacDonald 


_- PLENTY OF TRUTH in the 
old statement that life insurance 
is a form of gambling. At least that’s 
one way of looking at it. But it’s 
also well to remember that life in- 
surance is a form of protection—fi- 
nancial protection for those depend- 
ent upon you in case your death de- 
prives them of your earning power. 

To get the protection, you must 
buy a policy—and that’s where the 
gambling comes in. When you be- 
come a policyholder, you are literal- 
ly betting the insurance company 
that you will die early; the company, 
in turn, is betting you won't—and 
giving you odds based on the law of 
averages. (All companies employ 
skilled statisticians—or “actuaries”— 
who determine what these averages 
are; hence, in insurance circles, the 
law of averages is commonly called 
actuarial experience.” ) 

But there’s also another and more 
subtle bit of gambling involved in 
the purchase of a policy. Agents who 
try to sell you life insurance prob- 
ably won’t mention this added risk 
—but it’s there just the same. In a 
way it’s the same sort of risk that is 
present when you buy anything—a 
fur coat, an automobile, or a hat; the 
difference is that the merchandise 
shopper can spot real value much more 
easily than the insurance shopper. 


There are three basic reasons why 
the choice of a policy is apt to be 
confusing: (1) because most people 
do not clearly understand the dif- 
ference between the several forms of 
life insurance which are widely avail- 





able—namely, “straight” life, limited- 
payment life, endowment, and “term” 
insurance; (2) because each of these 
forms is sold by many companies; (3) 
because each company generally of- 
fers a wide variety of policies, in 
varying amounts, at varying rates, 
and with greatly varying provisions 
and “features.” 

Despite all this, it is entirely pos- 
sible to make a wise selection if you 
follow a few simple rules, shop 
around a little, and understand clear- 
ly what you are doing before you 
“sign on the dotted line.” 

First of all: don’t confuse insur- 
ance with saving. Insurance is finan- 
cial protection—a service for which 
you must pay a price. If your sole 
aim is to save money, think twice 
before you try to do it with life in- 
surance. It’s true, of course, that 
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the endowment policies offer you 
the opportunity to combine protec- 
tion with a systematic method of 
saving; but no form of life insur- 
ance constitutes outright saving in 
the strict sense of the word. Hence, 





go slow when an insurance salesman 
tells you glibly that “Life insurance 
is a good way to save.” It may be a 
good way, or a very bad way—but 
it is never the best way. On the other 
hand, it is unquestionably the best 
way for the average person to secure 
protection. 

It is important to realize at the 
outset that all insurance companies 
operate under strict state laws. This 
does not, however, guarantee that all 
are equally sound financially—nor 
that the large, well-known companies 
necessarily offer the best “buys.” But 
state supervision affords one very 
worthwhile advantage: you can learn 
from your state insurance commis- 
sioner whether or not the company 
you intend to do business with is a 
reliable one. Don’t deal with an un- 
known company until you have ob- 
tained this information. You can get 
it by addressing the State Insurance 
Commissioner at your state capital. 

Insurance experts say that it’s gen- 
erally a poor plan to buy a policy 
merely because it is offered by a 
large, reputable company. 
around, they say, if you want to get

the most for your money—for many 
smaller, well-run companies may be 
able to meet your particular needs in 
a thoroughly reliable way. In any 
event, it is you who must determine 
what those needs are: how much in- 
surance to carry; what kind to buy; 
how much you can afford to spend 
for it. To a certain extent, you may 
rely on an agent’s advice if you hap- 
pen to know that he is trustworthy; 
those that are, generally try to be 
helpful—but often their interest in 
closing the deal will lead them to 
suggest a policy that is far from be- 
ing the most economical. 

If you happen to work for a hos- 
pital (or any other organization) 
where group insurance is available, 
by all means take advantage of the 
plan if you need insurance at all. 
With the single exception of Govern- 
ment insurance—that is, National 
Service Life which is 
available to veterans only—there is 
no form of protection which gives 
the nurse more for her money. True, 
it has some limitations: (1) it pro- 
tects you only as long as you are a 
member of that particular organiza- 
tion; (2) being “term” insurance, it 
continues in effect only for a stated 
length of time (generally one year 
or two), although it is usually renew- 
able if the group and/or the insur- 
ance company so agree; (3) the in- 
dividual is insured only to a limited 
extent (rarely for more than $2,500, 
and more often for only $1,000). 
Such a limit may or may not give

Service Nurses’ Legislation 


A Step Forward for Permanent Rank 


| heoemengeenes CONFERRING perma- 
nent commissioned officer status 
on Army and Navy nurses and on 
Army women Dietitians, Physical 
Therapists and Occupational Thera- 
pists had triumphantly overcome its 
first and—unless unforeseen complica- 
tions :arise—its biggest Congressional 
hurdle by mid-February. 

Winning a favorable report from 
the fourteen-man Hospitalization and 
Health Subcommittee of the House 
Armed Services Committee, the nurse 
legislation was being readied for sub- 
mission to the full thirty-three-man 
Armed Services Committee as R.N. 
went to press. Quick approval by the 
full committee is expected and there 
should be no delay on the House floor 
as the measure will reach that forum 
while its agenda is still uncrowded. 
The Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee is not expected to duplicate the 
three full days of hearings held by 
the House unit, but may of course 
have some questions to ask. 

The bill reported by the subcom- 
mittee contains every major objective 
sought by the Army and Navy and 
goes even further than the services 
hoped for in the matter of numbers 
of higher ranking officers and size of 
the Navy Nurse Corps. 

The provisions were worked out 
by Army, Navy and Congressional 


experts in three days of harmonious 
hearings. 

At only two points in the hearings 
did differences arise which were not 
solved almost at once, either by the 
Army's conceding to the Navy, or 
vice versa, or by a compromise, or by 
the committee’s listening to an ex- 
planation of service needs and then 
ruling that the peculiar needs of the 
service justified different treatment. 

The first difference arose almost as 
soon as Rep. Margaret Chase Smith 
(R., Me.) called her subcommittee to 
order. Rep. Frances P. Bolton (R., O.) 
urged a unified Army-Navy nurse 
corps, a step which the subcommit- 
tee, after some debate, decided could 
not well precede the actual unifica- 
tion of the armed forces. Instead, it 
was decided to make the two corps’ 
laws as much alike as possible—a pol- 
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icy which will be followed on all fu- 
ture service legislation. 

Ironically, it was Mrs. Bolton’s 
own suggestion which resulted in her 
failure to be listed as author of the 
Army Nurse Corps bill which last 
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summer she fought so hard to bring 
before Congress. 

Although the Army bill was intro- 
duced last July 26—too late for action 

its return to the capitol this year 
was delayed. The Navy nurse bill ar- 
rived first and was introduced Janu- 
wy 27 as H.R. 1373 by Chairman 
Andrews (R., N.Y.) of the Armed 
Services Committee. 

Mrs. Smith ordered the Army to 
vet its bill before Congress and sched- 
uled hearing dates. The Army com- 
plied, and when Chairman Andrews 
received the measure he turned it 
over to Mrs. Bolton for introduction 
in her name as H.R. 1673. 


However, after the subcommittee 
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idopted Mrs. Bolton’s suggestion of 
unified treatment there were so many 
major and minor amendments that it 
was decided to introduce a “clean” 
bill, which went in Feb. 13 as H.R. 
1943, Mrs. Smith did not delay action 
until Mrs. Bolton—not a member of 
Armed Services Committee—could be 
reached since it was necessary to have 
the new printed bill before the sub- 
committee for final reading. 

The device of introducing “clean” 
bills is commonly employed where 
there are many amendments. The 
House takes up a bill and must act 
separately on each amendment—a 
procedure not only time consuming 


but conducive alike to errors and to 
controversy on the floor. 

Another cause for disagreement was 
whether nurses retired for age should 





compute retired pay at 3 per cent or 
2% per cent for each year of service. 
The Army wanted 3 per cent. Sur- 
geon General Norman T. Kirk ar- 
guing that 3 per cent was the present 
law for both Army and Navy nurses, 
and that due to the lower retirement 
age for women, 2) per cent would not 
permit them to amass sufficient re- 
tired pay. Navy Surgeon General 
Clifford A. Swanson, on the other 
hand, pointed out that 2% per cent 
was the rate for male officers, and the 
bill was intended to equalize treat- 
ment of men and women officers. Al- 
though 3 per cent is now provided, 
Admiral Swanson reminded the com- 
mittee that it was applied, not to 
officer pay scales, but to the much 
lower permanent pay rates of $1,080 
to $1,800 a year. The 3 per cent rate 
finally was agreed upon after con- 
siderable intra-committee discussion. 

Admiral Swanson himself made a 
strong plea for the measure, declar- 
ing its title “might be better stated 
as ‘A bill to prevent the disestablish- 
ment of the Navy Nurse Corps’ ” be- 
cause a _ reversion to peacetime 
standards with end of the war “would 
mean the dissolution of the Navy 
Nurse Corps.” [Turn the page]

Asked if doctors favored the two 
bills, Swanson replied: 

“All the doctors I have talked to fa- 
vor this bill. They feel nurses aren't 
paid enough and that is one of the 
reasons for the shortage.” 

The committee also received a let- 
ter from President Katherine J]. Dens 
ford of the American Nurses Associa- 
tion urging enactment of the bills. 
The ANA president declared “many 
ex-service nurses are interested in 
this re-organization legislation. We 
believe they would be favorably in- 
clined toward enrollment in the Army 
and Navy Nurse Corps if such legis- 
lation were enacted.” 

Miss Densford suggested inclusion 
of men nurses, but the subcommittee 
took no action after both Surgeons 
General stated that women nurses 
working with male patients achieve

| | Can Cancer Be Controlled

oo MONTH OF APRIL has been des- 
ignated National Cancer Month 
by the Congress of the United States. 
Although these 30 days will be de- 
voted to concentrated effort in ac- 
quainting the public with the facts 
about cancer, the balance of the vear 
is not forgotten by thousands of 
workers who are determined to dis- 
cover the answers to an enigma that 
ranks as the second greatest killer. 

Cancer is a major health problem 
in the country for it accounts for 
more than 170,000 deaths a year. 
The American Cancer Society has 
said that 600,000 persons in America 
have cancer at present, and that it 
will kill one out of every eight per- 
sens now living. The disease kills 60 
per cent more persons than all in- 
fectious diseases combined. 

It is true that we have better 
equipment today, plus an increased 
public awareness of need for early 
diagnosis, but the fight is far from 
won. Ten per cent of all male deaths 
and 14 per cent of female deaths are 
caused by cancer and in women be- 
tween 35 and 54 it is the first cause 
of death. 

Most cases of fatal cancers are lo- 
cated in the digestive or genital or- 
gans and the female breast. Within 
the past few years there has been a 
growing knowledge that cancer can 


strike the very voung and new ce! 
ters are devoting themselves to chil 
dren who may be struck by the dis 
ease in the first few years of life. Ni 


one is, or can be, immune until th 


human body has been made to vield 


up its secrets and answer the ques 
tions of why cancer attacks and kills 
The entire situation is amazing] 
complex and every health-minded in 
dividual must do his part to aid in 
defeating the specter of carcinoma. 

Thanks to constant study and re 
search, the outlook for control of th 


clisease is better than ever before 


We have improved equipment for 


the fight, and the organized move 
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ment, since the turn of the century 


is beginning t produce — results 
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Among women t least, the deat! 
rate has taken downward curv 
and deaths from neer of the stom 
ach, uterus, mouth, skin, liver and 


breast have decreased in the last 10 
years. On the other hand, the trend 


is upward in deaths from cancer o! 


the lung, pharynx and bronchus. 


Xrays, radium, public health in 
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formation, and now the new atomic 


weapons are proving successful. 
lhanks to education, people are tak- 
ing cancer seriously and are consult- 
ing their physicians when signs and 
symptoms appear, no matter how 
trivial they may be. But vigilance 
cannot be relaxed, and work cannot 
cease until many knotty questions 
have been unravelled. 

1884, a group of 
far-seeing people in New York de-

cided to do something about the 
crowing incidence of the disease. 
C[hree months later a corporation 
was formed, “to establish, maintain 
ind conduct a cancer hospital,” and 
the doors of the specialized hospital 
were opened December 6, 1887. 
Since April 1916 this hospital, first of 
its kind, has been known as the 
\femorial Hospital for the Treatment 
of Cancer and Allied Diseases. 
Other institutions followed and the 
United States Public Health Service 
entered the field of research by 
establishing a laboratory in the Na- 
tional Institute of Health at Bethes- 
da, Maryland. Congress passed the 
Cancer Institute Act in 1937 and 
purchased 9.5 grams of radium for 
therapy and research. This large 
mount of radium is loaned to ap- 
proved institutions and radiologists 
possessing proper qualifications. 
Every year the funds increase, and 
lthough there are difficulties and 
discouragements, no one doubts that 
these unremitting efforts will bring 
lesired results. Recently, the New 
York City Cancer Committee re- 
ceived grants to open 14 new centers 


lor detection of cancer danger sig- 


nals, for in early detection lies the 
greatest hope for control. 

Cancer begins as a localized dis- 
ease and its prognosis depends upon 
the degree of extension at the time 
of treatment. Cancer spreads either 
with direct continuity between the 
primary tumor and the _ peripheral 
growth or by portions of the growth 
breaking away from the primary tu- 
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mor and being carried to outlying 
foci through the lymphatic channels 
or blood vessels. A true metastasis 
is a secondary focus in which an em- 
bolic portion moves to a_ location 
that is distant from the primary le- 
sion. A regional metastasis is one 
that is located in the lymph nodes 
that drain from the primary tumor. 
A distant metastasis is one that lies 
beyond the regional lymph nodes and 
which has reached a new location 
either through the lymph or blood 
channels. 

Diagnosis aims at ascertaining the 
speed of growth and seeks to de- 
termine whether the cells are dif- 
ferentiated (adult type) or whether 
they are poorly differentiated (ana- 
plastic, embryonal). The second tvpe 
responds more readily to treatment 
but the tumors vary widely in speed 
of growth and general appearance 


of the cells; and so grading of the 


condition is important to prognosis 





























and planned therapy. The problem 
of diagnosis is comparatively simple 
in advanced cases, but earlier stages 
must depend upon biopsy which may 
be by incision, curettage, paracen- 
tesis, or by the punch method. 

Improved cancer therapy began in 
the vear 1904 when Dr. Robert Abbe 
first substituted radium for surgery 
in treatment of cervical cancer. 
Radium therapy was accelerated by 
simultaneous advances in the basic 
and biologic sciences, for the ele- 
ment was not discovered until 1898, 
and it was two years later that 
Roentgen gave his work to the world. 
In 1901 Becquerel had received a 
burn from radium, and Pierre Curie 
tested the element on his own skin 
with conclusive evidence that ra- 
dium had a definite effect upon tis- 
sue. In 1907 Dominici advocated 
more homogenous irradiation by 
means of heavy filtration which led 
to a more scientific approach to the 
use of radium. 

There is no doubt that the rays 
and particles, which are given off by 
radium and its decay products, are 
capable of killing the cancer cells, 
but they can also destroy healthy tis- 
sue. Here again, early diagnosis is 
necessary when the growth of cancer 
is to be arrested by radium, Xray, or 
surgery, or a combination of the 
three. Greatest use of radium has 
been in the genital tract in women, 
the urinary bladder, rectum, oral 
cavity, pharynx, and skin. 

Louis Wickham’s words of cau- 
tion in 1910 are still pertinent to 
the use of radium therapy, “Ra- 
dium therapy is indeed a very com- 


plex and delicate weapon to handle 


Long and thorough personal experi 
ence is necessary, in order to turn it 
to the best account, to learn to dis 
tinguish accurately the cases for 
which it is most suitable, and t 
avoid injuring patients, either by 
badly proportioned doses or by de 
priving them of other therapeutic 





measures which might prove more 
successful.” 

A new theory that may lead to 
better understanding of the disease 
has been advanced by Drs. § 
Spiegelman and M. D. Kamen of 
Washington University School of 
Medicine. This conception deals with 
hereditary units present in the cells 
called genes. The name plasmagenes 
has been given to replicas of genes 
in an attempt to explain the sudden 
formation of cancer cells. Obviousl\ 
the work can lead to a means of can 
cer prevention but no immediate re- 
sults are expected. 

Cancer has been linked to hor- 
mones, enzymes, and diet, and ther 
are indications that all of these re- 
search trends will be studied more 
fully in the future. Another group 
of scientists has used nitrogen mus 
tard gas to treat some types of can- 
cer and found enough encourage- 
ment to warrant further trials. 

Thanks to voluntary contributions 
by the public, the research program 
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f the American Cancer Society is 


being enlarged, and they are seek- 
ng the answers to—what causes and 
ontrols growth of the normal living 
ell and why cell growth becomes ab- 
iormal to form cancer. They want to 
know the relation between the sub- 
stances that can cause experimental 
levelopment of cancer in animals 
ind of similar substances that may 
develop within or enter the human 
body. Scientists are interested in the 
relationship of cancer to sex hor- 
mones, diet, and other physiological 
factors. They are asking if a virus 
may be present in human cancer. 
rhis organization is studying the for- 
mation of cells of the blood which 
cause leukemia, and hereditary fac- 
tors are being investigated. Radioac- 
tive substances are being utilized and 
work is extending to more effective 
use of Xray and radium treatment.

Most of all, science is concerned 
with new and better means of early 
diagnosis, for here lies the hope for 
future success. A prominent physi- 
cian, closely allied with the cancer 
control program, urges nurses to en- 
list in the drive for educating the 
public to the need for physical ex- 
amination at the first sign of unnat- 
ural growth or disturbed physical 
condition. 

But, he 
nurses will change their attitude to- 
ward the chronic diseases, of which 
cancer is high on the list. There is 
more need now than ever before for 
nursing care in the older age group. 
As new drugs and techniques have

Buecker stands a few feet away, her 
face calm, but her hands, behind 
her back, tense. 

“What's the matter, Bill? Lost a 
nickel? Well, don’t stop to look for 
it now!”

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she didn't attempt to reach out and 
catch him, but gave him. instead. the 
confidence he needed to recapture 
his balance independently—a big fac- 
tor in Mrs. Buecker’s success with 
the handicapped. 

Bill, one of many patients at. the 
Functional Training Center of the 
Metropolitan Philadelphia Society for 
Crippled Children, is a paraplegic as 
the result of an accidental shooting 
three years ago. When he was first 
referred to the Society, he had been 
living a bed-and-wheelchair existence 
for two-and-a-half vears; irritable, 
pessimistic, and dependent upon his 
family for personal care. A_ bullet 
from a pal’s rifle had damaged his 
spinal cord at the level of the first 
lumbar vertebra, leaving him incon- 
tinent and without muscle power or 
sensation in the lower extremities. 
Bill received excellent nursing care 
and every physical comfort from the 
hands of a devoted family. But fear 
of further injury and ignorance of 
Bill's) physical potentialities, kept 
them from encouraging even the 
first step toward his independence 
getting unassisted from bed to 
wheelchair. 

Now, with the benefit of the So 
ciety 's excellent equipment and Mrs. 
Buecker’s careful instruction, Bill is 
learning body balance and gaining 
the muscular strength and coordina- 
tion that will enable him to stand 
and walk with braces and crutches. 
At the same time, he is acquiring a 
vocational skill at the Society’s 
sheltered workshop, located on the 
oor above the Training Center. In 
a few months more, Bill will be able 


to walk from his home to a studio 
six blocks away where he hopes to 
earn an income by retouching photo- 
graphs. The lift in morale that ac- 
compan'es each physical attainment 
of Bill’s is obvious—and rewarding. 

Mrs. Franklin Buecker’s first year 
with the Society was taken up with 
home visits but, during the past year, 
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she has worked almost exclusively at 
Center, 


planned and equipped under her di- 


the Functional Training 
rection. The majority of her patients 
and those whom she finds the great- 
est challenge—are transverse myelitis 
cases whose problem is to learn to 
walk again. She takes the patient 
through a series of exercises on the 
mat, then introduces him to the stall 
bars against the wall where he learns 
to pull himself up and stand erect. 
There are parallel bars in another 
part of the room for gait training, 
and a ramp and curb of a standard 
height for use after he has learned 
to walk and handle crutches. A bus- 
and-trolley unit, with a turnstile, do- 
nated by the local traction company, 
gives him occasion to practice using 
the public transportation system. 

In addition to this type of patient, 
Mrs. Buecker instructs those with 
handicaps affecting the upper ex- 
tremities. She guides polios, arthritics, 


burn and fracture cases in the 
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tasks of handling clothing, 
feeding themselves, and em- 
ploying the mechanical gadg- 
ets that are so simple for us 
and sc difficult for one with 
contracted or weak fingers. 
Near the elevator there is a 
long table set with a dinner service 
and stocked with articles of clothing, 
button and zipper boards, and games. 
One of the most impressive pieces of 
equipment is a large gadget board 
on wheels fitted with plugs, sockets, 
lamps, knobs and other domestic 
contrivances for functional training 
of the hand. 

Mrs. Buecker, formerly Betty Ann

After a complicated half-Spanish, 
half-signal conversation, I learned 
that the boy had been sick about a 
week or ten days. While all the pos- 
sibilities of the cause for Eduardo’s 
illness went flitting through my mind, 
| kept a wary eve on the goat, whose 
belligerent attitude did not add to 
my composure. Suddenly, as if an 
electric light had flashed on, I re- 
membered the reasoning behind 
Jose’s “cheekens pops” diagnosis. 
With my public health background

Enlisting the aid of his 
frightened mother who held the 
lamp. I took blood for a Widal test 
and hurried back to my office. 

The next morning, armed with a 
positive Widal report and orders to 
send the boy to the county hospital. 
| returned to the little adobe hut and 
asked the mother to come ouside. | 
explained the situation quietly, while 
she protested, “No, no senorita, my 
‘nino’ must stay here; he must not go 
away. They would not take such 
good care of him as I, his mamma.” 

My job was to make the mothe 
see the necessity and be willing to 
have us hospitalize her boy. Al- 
though reluctant to have him leave, 
she felt better when I told her that 
she could go each day and talk with 
him through the window.

Hospital Study 


Despite the widespread impres- 
sion that New York hospitals are 
overcrowded, studies recently com- 
pleted by the Hospital Council of 
Greater New York reveal that less 
general care has been provided there- 
in during the past five years than dur- 
ing the previous five. In 1945, for ex- 
ample, institutions reported a total of 
5,759,630 patient-days as compared 
with 9,104,519 for the year 1939 

“Only the demand for private and 
semi-private services has increased,” 
explains the council, pointing out 
that the lessened demand for ward 
care is important in planning for the 
future. “Greater flexibility” is recom 
mended in the use of ward and semi 
private services. 

The studies also showed that ap 
proximately 120 patient-days of gen- 
eral care are provided for each deat] 
in New York City. Therefore, says th 
council, the city’s hospital requir 
ments should be figured at the rat 
of 0.41 bed per resident death 


In the council's estimation, use of 


the death rate in computing general 


care bed requirements simplifies the 


planning job. Other index figures are 


extremely difficult to arrive at, the 
council contends, whereas the death 
rate is readily available for almost any 
community. 

The council goes on to say that 
such calculations need not be modi- 
fied by a consideration of the birth- 
rate figure, since “the need for hospi- 
tal beds is primarily for persons in 
the second half of life.” But “the birth 
rate is still a valuable factor in plan- 
ning for maternity cases, and should 
be used to determine how many of 
the total beds required, as estimated 


_from the death rate, should be al- 


lotted to maternity patients.” 


Pay-Scale Battle 


The New York State Nurses Asso- 
ciation has protested the recent salary 
recommendations approved by Gov- 
ernor Dewey for state employes, in- 
cluding nurses employed in. state- 
supported hospitals. According to 
Clare M. Casey, R.N., president of 
the association, the recommendations 

made to the Legislature by the state 
salary standardization board) are 
‘outdated and unfair,” and fall short 
by $320 of meeting the $2,400-a-year 
minimum which has been adopted by 
a majority of hospitals in New York 
City as well as by many _ others 
throughout the state. The board’s 
findings, says Miss Casey, were based 


On pay scales wi] ich prevailed in pri- 
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vate industry prior to wage boosts 
covering the 18 per cent rise in living 
costs since last August. “Nurses sal- 
aries generally are lower than those 
in almost any other professional 
group,” she contends, “and many 
nurses are making a day-to-day fight 
to make income cover budget.” 

Telegrams of protest were sent to 
the Governor, the commissioner of 
mental hygiene, the budget director, 
and the chairman of the salary stand- 
ardization board. 

The association was not alone in 
calling the recommendations inade- 
quate; the AFL, the ClO, and the 
Civil Service Employes Association

Behavior Clinic 


A privately operated clinic for the 
treatment of emotionally disturbed 
infants and children up to age six 
opened its doors in New York City 
last month. Equipped to handle 50 
youngsters, the Council Child Devel- 
opment Center had received applica- 
tions for 110 prior to the opening. 
Children of all racial and religious 
groups will be admitted, and fees will 
be based on parents ability to pay. 

No attempt will be made to treat 
mentally retarded children, nor those 
with organic ailments; the center will 
confine itself to the guidance of ap- 
parently normal tots who crop up 
with behavior problems. A_ special 
team made up of psychiatrists, pedia- 
tricians, and psychologists, will carry 
out the program which includes the 
operation of a nursery school for ob- 
servation purposes.

results than male nurses, particularly 
in the handling of psychotic patients. 

The Army bill introduced Feb. 5 
was practically the same as the bill 
which failed of enactment last July, 
as far as nurses were concerned. The 
earlier bill, however, provided for 
s¢parate Dietitians, Physical Thera- 
pists and Occupational Therapists 
Corps, each under a lieutenant col- 
onel, and spelled out the strength of 
each. These separate strengths are 
identical to the aggregate strength, 
and to the numbers of majors, cap- 
tains and lieutenants proposed for the 
Womens Medical Service Corps, but 
the new bill will, of course, give more 








Hexibility in dividing these numbers 


and grades among the three sections 

The new bill also combined pro 
visions for a Medical Specialist Corps 
to absorb the present Sanitary, Phar 
macy and Medical Administrativ: 
Corps of male officers—a bill which 
was introduced separately late last 
session—however, the subcommitte: 
promptly postponed this part of th 
bill, to take it up later in conjunction 
with similar Navy legislation. 

In addition to the agreement on 
the 3 per cent retirement base, th 
subcommittee made a number ot 
other changes. Among them were: 

Army proposed maximum age of 
26 on original appointments; Navy 
proposed 30. Twenty-eight was fixed 
for both corps.

Ordinary life calls for annual, semi- 
annual, or quarterly payment of pre- 
miums; industrial premiums are usu- 
ally collected weekly by door-to-door 
agents. Ordinary life insurance has 
the wider appeal with professional 
people, industrial with low-income 
wage-earners. Both types are avail- 
able in all the popular forms—straight 
life, 20-payment life, 20-year endow- 
ment, etc. The point to remember 
here is that ordinary life insurance is 
the more economical of the two 
mainly because it costs the insurance 
companies less to handle—just as a 
large-size package of soap flakes can 
be sold at a lower per-pound price 
than a smaller package.

The minor 
crossmatch, is between donor’s serum 
and patient’s cells, is done at room 
temperature only. Crossmatching re- 
quires 30 minutes; in extreme emer- 
gency, it can be cut to 15 minutes. 

Although the bank’s main purpose 
is to build up a store of blood for 
use in hospitals, it maintains a trans- 
fusion room with two beds, where 
occasionally doctors send their pa- 
tients for transfusions. Also many of 
Seattle’s obstetricians are taking ad- 
vantage of the bank’s excellent lab- 
oratory and are sending their pa- 
tients for Rh factor tests. 

Individual and group donations 
have the advantage of reaching the 
persons best able to give blood. Dr. 


Czajkowski says, “We are trying to 
educate the public to know that giv 
ing blood twice a year will not hurt 


normal individuals and will sav: 


many lives.” In the course of his work 
he receives many inquiries about 
setting up a blood bank. The an- 
swer depends on the situation in the 
community and the hospitals. 

Certainly a blood bank would be 
an asset in any community and, be- 
cause of the vocational opportunities 
it offers, should be of special interest 
to nurses.
